۱ did buy EERIE #5 103-105, 
and the reason is quite simple: 
those issues contained Don 
McGregor and Раш бшасу5 “Тһе 
Trespasser'', a different type of 
horror story if there ever was one, 
Though some disappointingly stat- 
іс artwork іп the opening install- 
ment and a bit of uncharacteristic 
preachiness in the final chapter 
detracted from the tale's overall ef- 
fectiveness, this blending of two. 
People with very unique talents 
made for an unusual and unset- 
tling narrative of the kind that's 
seen all too seldom 

Not only was "The Trespasser” 
structured like a standard horror 
story, it contained many of the 
elements found in some of our 
classic tales of terror. The creepy 
old house, the helpless heroine, 
the sinister madman always lurking 
in the background, and the 
doomed innocent (an infant in this 
case) you hope will somehow be 
spared, all melded into a fine, 
cohesive whole, and formed the 
solid core of the ongoing drama. 

The other elements, the tying of 
the reason behind Rebecca's 
nightmare to the improper disposal 
of nuclear wastes, the two goons 
her husband had hired on as body- 
guards, Dr. Cavenaugh's ordeal in 
going up against them, were effec- 
tive in their own way, but one had 
the feeling that McGregor was сар- 
able of going further than his own 
determination to render a warning 
would allow. One hopes he will 
someday write ап honest-to- 
goodness supernatural horror story 
in this same vein, because if "Тһе 
Trespasser" was as good as it was 
despite its flaws, such an effort 
might well be immeasurably 
superior. 

Lest | give the impression that 
the aforementioned flaws marred 
McGregor and Gulacy's tale in any 
appreciable way, allow me to list 
some of the things that were right 
with it as well: 

(1) An atmosphere of suspense 
was well-maintained throughout. 

(2) The balance between action 
and the gradual elucidation of 
character was near-perfect. This is 
something McGregor has always 
excelled at; it's one of the things 
that attracted me to his work in the 
first place, 

(3) The danger that was depicted 
always seemed quite real 

Suffice it to say that more stories 
like this one from more people like 
McGregor and Gulacy are likely to 
make my purchasing of the current 
crop of Warren comics more than а 
one-shot deal.

оокв. Central to this trans- 
formation, of course, is a 
sweeping redefinition of the

purpose and function of the 
Marvel comic-book line. 

As all other comic-book 
publishers have traditionally 
done, the old Marvel con- 
sidered its comic books as 
an end product, the final cul- 
mination of all their financial 
and creative efforts. In finan- 
cial jargon, comic books 
were always the comic-book 
publisher's major and most 
crucial — sometimes their 
only — "'profit center." 

This envisioned Marvel-in- 
the-making would consider 
its comic-book line as mere- 
ly a starting point for new 
projects and a reliable foun- 
dation for the Marvel char- 
acters within. The new- 
model Marvel would use the 
comic books not so much as 
a profit-making instrument, 
but more as a means of pro- 
pelling Marvel characters in- 
to a whole new universe of 
profitable endeavors: books, 
newspapers, television, 
movies, games, toys and 
other entertainment-related 
products. Metaphorically 
speaking, comic books 
would become just a cog in 
the Marvel machinery, not 
the machinery itself. 

The bottom line on this 
evolving restructuring is the 
bottom line. Comic books, 
by and of themselves, simp- 
ly aren't capable of produc- 
ing enough profit anymore. 
Comic-book characters suc- 
cessfully merchandised and 
licensed on the strength of 
their comic-book following 
and popularity can be pheno- 
menally profitable products, 
however. Or so the current 
thinking at Marvel goes. 


۱۱ of the recent 
changes at Marvel, al- 
though they appear 


disjointed and unrelated on 
the surface, are actually part 
of the blueprint for achieving 
this massive Marvel remake. 

Editorial control of all of 
the comic books, once 
splintered and misdirected, 
is being concentrated in the 
person of editor-in-chief Jim 





Shooter. It's his job to run 
the comic-book line smooth- 
ly, like a business. That ex- 
plains the departure of both 
Wolfman and Marschall, nei- 
ther of whom were willing to 
yield past editorial preroga- 
tives. The appointment of 
Goodwin, as editor of the 
floundering and oft-delayed 
Epic adult comic-book proj- 
ect, and O'Neil, as a staff ed- 
itor, will hopefully give 
Shooter a nucleus of profes- 
sionals who turn out solid 
work without rocking the 
corporate boat. 

Merchandising, licensing, 
publishing and promotional 
activities will be under the 
direction of Marvel presi- 
dent Jim Galton.

publishing as Marvel's new 
profit center will be mer- 
chandising and licensing. 
Exploitation of the Marvel 
characters will take many 
forms — any form, in fact, as 
long as they can generate 
profit, Hence the introduc- 
tion of Nancy Allen's new 
product: the Sunday 
newspaper comic book, 
complete with national 
advertising and its attendant 
revenue. Hence the televi- 
sion shows, book deals and 
an unending stream of 
character-based toys and 


roducts. That's the stuff 
гот which real profit — and 
а real 1980s style profit 
center — can be con- 


structed, 
Т however, goes to Shu- 
kin. He has the unen- 
viable task of reversing — or 
at least halting — Marvel's 
comic-book sales slide. Не 
has to keep the comic-book 
line afloat because, without 
the comics as a continued 
base for the Marvel 
characters, potential promo- 
tional, merchandising and 
licensing opportunities will 
be few and very far between. 
Thus Shukin's active court- 
ing of the comic shops, the 
first significant new market 
for comic books in the 
form's five-decade history. 
If this new Marvel is to 
succeed where the old 
Marvel failed — profits last 
year were negligible despite

remain, if not a profitable 
proposition, the basis of the 
popularity and marketability 
of the Marvel characters. 
Without the continued 
viability of the comic books, 
there can be no promotion of 
the characters, no merchan- 
dising of the characters and 
no licensing of the 
characters. And no profit for 
Marvel. 

And therein lies the irony 
of this tale of new and old 
Marvels. The old Marvel 
needed comic books to sell 
so they would turn a profit. 
The envisioned new Marvel 
needs comic books to sell to 
ensure the profit potential of 
the characters portrayed 
within. Which means that 
the new Marvel and the old 
Marvel share one massive 
problem: how do you sell 
comic books?
